2 February 1954 

The meeting of the Executive Committee was held at 
12 o'clock, February 2, 1954, in Mr. Hamilton's office. Messrs. 

Hamilton, Glover, Thom and Bradley, Williams and Hoberts were 
present. 

The appointment of Leonard Maurer as bummer School in¬ 
structor was approved subject to confirmation by the Board at its 
next meeting. 

The application of Ferdinand Zach to conduct a book¬ 
binding class in the School was declined. 

The continuation of the Gallery's Comprehensive Public 
Liability Insurance Policy at a cost of $1,855.87 for a three-year 
term was authorized. 

The Director was authorized to explore the possibility 
of holding an exhibition of Contemporary Portrait Painters some time 
in the 1955-1956 season, each of the invited artists to contribute 
towards the cost of the exhibition tentatively to the amount of 


$200 each 







After considerable discussion, it was decided to 


make the 24th Biennial Exhibition an open exhibition with no 
invited section. This was done with full realization that an 
experiment of this nature may result in an exhibition markedly 
inferior to some of its predecessors. 

Because of the elimination of the invitation section, 
payment of a fee to the Chairman of the Jury was not considered. 

No action was taken on the selection of a gallery for 
the installation of ^mropean paintings. 

The Director exhibited a number of photographs of paint¬ 
ings available for possible purchase. Of these he was authorized 
to investigate more fully for possible acquisition the John 
Hesselius, American Family Group , and George Inness', Before the 
Storm . 

Your Committee also declined the purchase of a small

As Treasurer of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, I have filed with the Director a 
detailed report covering the financial transactions for the calendar year 1953* This report, 
of course, will be submitted to our auditors. You will recall that the Treasurer's report 
for the first five months of the year, through May 31, 1953, has been approved by the auditors, 
whose report was presented to the Trustees at their last meeting. I think it is well to 
point out certain highlights of ny report in this letter to you and, for your convenience, 
each one of you has been supplied with a copy. I hope you will acquaint yourself more fully 
with its contents at your leisure. 

On December 31, 1953, the book value of the investments of the Gallery, including 
cash awaiting investment of $10,352.51, aggregated $2,319,121.73. The indicated income from 
investments amounts to $98,51:0, or a yield of approximately 1*.2£. In addition, cash available 
for expenses amounted to $50,7^7*25, making a total of $2,369,868*98 in endowment and operat¬ 
ing funds .

Gentlemen: 


The Committee on the Building and 
Grounds begs to submit the following quarterly 
report covering the period January 1 through 
March 31, 1954. 

During the month of January the 
exhibition, American Figure Fainting , was 
installed about the atrium and the exhibition 
Paintings by Alice Acheson in Gallery 30. A 
selection of marble sculptures were reinstalled 
about the atrium. 

The lights in the auditorium were 
rewired so that the movie operator can control 
the main lights from his position. Storage 
cabinets with locks were constructed to hold the 
movie and slide projectors when not in actual 
use. The heavy metal outside sign was repaired 
and repainted. 

During the month of February the 
following traveling exhibitions were prepared: 
Prints and Water Colors by Rudolf von fiuhn , 

Drawings by John Singer Sargent , and Etchings 

by James A. McNeil Whistler . A new stencil 
cutting machine for stencilling addresses on 
crates was purchased. 

The exhibition The Heller Collection 
was Installed in Gallery 42. A cabinet under 
the sink in the maid's pantry was constructed. 
Twelve new armatures for the sculpture room 
were made and a length of steam pipe installed 
in the modelling room of the Art School. A 
new shut-off valve was installed on the radia¬ 
tor in Mr. Robert's office. Extensive clean¬ 
ing and rearranging of the subbasements were 
carried out during the month of February. 















In the former sign shop in the Clark 
Wing, two large storage racks were installed 
for framed drawings. During the month of 
March the exhibition Paintings by Mitchell 
Jamieson w as installed in Gallery 30. The 
elevators were inspected and passed by the 
Underwriters Insurance Inspectors. The four 
Goellin tapestries in the Clark Tapestry Room 
were taken off the wall, vacuumed and replaced. 
Fifteen small and five large frames were made 
for sale of reproductions. 

After a crack appeared in one of the 
heavy glass squares in the atrium floor, 
several glass companies were called in to make 
bids on replacing the glass. Hires and Turner 
Glass Co. have been given the job and will 
replace the glass within the next two weeks. 

At the corner of 17th Street and New York 
Avenue the District engineers have commenced 
deep excavations to install a pumping station 
to syphon off the water that has been converted 
back from steam. No estimate has been given as 
to when they expect to finish this job. Tearing 
down the temporary structure opposite the Gallery 
has been authorized and the work has already 
commenced. Spraying was authorized by Holmes 
for the Restoration Laboratory without change in 
our Fine Arts Insurance rates.
